1-8 First lady (nearest the caller), fourth man (farthest from the caller) 
turn Right-Hand Around 
7 9-16 Same two Left-Hand Around 
17-24 First man (nearest the caller), fourth lady (farthest from the caller) 
turn Right-Hand Around 
25-32 Same two Left-Hand Around 
33-40 Center four Star Right 
41-48 Same four Star Left 
49-56 Head couple slide to the foot 
57-64 All two-hand turn your partner
